IRS Publication 590, “Tax 
Information on Individual 
Retirement Savings Prog- 
rams,” explains in simple 
language how qualified in- 
dividuals can set up their 
own retirement plan and get 
a tax break at the same 
time. And this year, for the 
first time, non-working 
spouses such as housewives 
can establish their own IRA 
providing the working 
spouse has an IRA. The 
booklet also covers certain 
restrictions and limitations. 

Within certain limits the 
money placed in an IRA and 
the interest or other income 
the money earns are not 
taxed until the individual 
begins making withdraw- 
als. The minimum age for 
making withdrawals from 
an IRA is 59% unless the 
owner becomes disabled be- 
fore then. 

According to the IRS, 
most people will realize a 
tax savings when withdraw- 
ing the money because re- 
tirement usually places 
them in a lower income tax 
bracket.

_Plans are to breathe life into the historic Old Bale 
Grist Mill near St. Helena, by restoring this sleeping giant 
to full operation as a functioning mill. 

William Penn Mott Jr., prendent of the California 
State Parks Foundation, a voluntary non-profit organiza- 
tion dedicated to aiding in the acquisition of parklands and 
historical sites throughout California with monies not 
otherwise available, has announced that a fund raising 
campaign is now underway to help restore the Old Bale 
Grist Mill to its original state. 

The Mill, to be added to the existing 1,000 acre 
Bothe-Napa State Park, attracts many visitors each year 
just as it stands in its dormant state. Later, when it is fully 
operational, plans are to grind grain so that Californians 
and visitors alike can see how flour mills operated in the 
past. 

The Old Bale Mill is one of the nation’s outstanding 
examples of this nearly lost art — the only one in Califor- 
nia today — and one of the few that existed in the state 
before the Gold Rush. The Mill was built by Dr. Edward T. 
Bale in 1846 on the old Rancho Carna Humana land grant 
from the Mexican government. 

The structure itself is constructed of timber with a 
stone foundation. The grist grinding wheels, still pre-

Less fire damage to state forests

‘all-purpose’ analyzer 


BERKELEY — Tetsuo 
Hadeishi, a scientist at 
Lawrence’ Berkeley 
Laboratory, has invented an 
instrument which can in- 
stantly identify gold in 
rocks, minerals in ore, lead 
in gasoline or dangerous 
levels of mercury in food. 

Hadeishi’s new instru- 
ment, called a Zeeman- 
effect Atomic Absorption 
spectrometer, or ZAA spec- 
trometer for short, has the 
unique ability of instant 
analysis. It can determine if’ 
many of the 92 naturally oc- 
curring elements exist in 
almost any kind of material, 
be it a solid, liquid, gas or 
vapor, within seconds. It’s a 
breakthrough in the field of 
analysis because materials 
no longer have to be sent toa 
laboratory nor are 
specialist technicians 
needed to carry out complex 


procedures. ? 
Environmentalists, 
geologists and 


mineralogists can use the 
ZAA spectrometer on loca- 
tion for their specialized 
work. About the size of a 
large TV set, it can be taken 
almost anywhere and be op- 
erated by almost anybody. 

Here are a few examples 
of the spectrometer’s appli- 
cation: It can indicate the 
elements in oil shale on the 
reg to determine whether 

e material has economic 
potential by a field 
geologist. To a 
mineralogist, it can indicate 
if a metal such as silver, 
iron, zinc, or any precious 
mineral is present in a given 


sample of ore. For en- 
vironmentalists, it can de- 
termine levels of pollutants 
such as lead, mercury and 
arsenic occurring in air, wa- 
ter, food and soil. 

‘The only drawback to the 
ZAA spectrometer is that it 
can only determine ele- 
ments, not compounds, such 
as sulphur dioxide, an air 
pollutant, or asbestos, a 
cancer causing material. 
Another drawback is that it 
can only determine 50 mil- 
ligrams of materials at one 
time. 

The ZAA spectrometer is 
a refinement of an earlier 
device Hadeishi made for 
use Gel the crew members of 


small fishing boats to de- 
termine the mercury con- 
tamination of fresh fish 


catches. Mercury levels 
well below the proposed al- 
lowance in foodstuffs for 
human consumption were 
detected and measured with 
the instrument, as well as 
levels of arsenic and 
selenium. This instrument 
is now in daily use by the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency and the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 
Zeeman-effect Atomic 
Absorption describes the 
kind of spectrometer 
Hadeishi has developed. A 
spectrometer is an instru- 
ment that measures the 
light pattern of an element 
to determine what that ele- 
ment is. Each element, 
when vaporized, has its own 
deny ae light pattern. 
Zeeman-effect means the

The home is at the corner 
of Arbolado and Whitehaven 
drives in the newly built 
Carriage Hills development 
in eastern Walnut Creek. It 
opens for public inspection 
tomorrow (June 16). The 
solar home is a joint:project 
of Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company and the Wool- 
anidge Organization of Wal- 
nut Creek developers. 


The four-bedroom, 
energy saving dwelling will 
be open seven days a week, 
from noon until 5 p.m., ex- 
et holidays, for one year 
before it is sold. PG&E will 
monitor energy savings of 
the home’s solar system 
ons the one-year period, 
and for four years during 
owner occupancy. 


The solar system will pro- 
vide home cooling and about 
70 percent of annual space 

domestic heating needs 

for the dwelling and its 

swimming pool, said PG&E. 

It includes 12 solar heat col- 

leetors mounted on the roof 

and two 1,500-gallon foam- 

insulated hot and cold water 

_ storage tanks beneath the 
house. 


PG&E furnished and 
helped install the solar col- 
leetors and auxiliar 
equipment, together wit! 
monitoring facilities, sys- 
tems controls and heat stor- 
age facilities. The system 
was designed by Jack 
Schultz, president of Solar 
Utilities of San Diego, which. 
assisted with installation.

SACRAMENTO — Fire 
damage to state forests so 
far this year is considerably 
below average despite the 
drought, according to a re- 
port, Drought Information 
Bulletin No. 22, issued by the 
State Department of Water 
Resources today. 

While the number of fires 
has risen 18 percent above 
the average of the last five 
years, the number of acres 
burned is down 61 percent.

The fires burned 3046 acres 
compared to the five-year 
average of 7767. 

The State Department of 
Forestry conducted a simu- 
lated fire emergency exer- 
cise, and reported that it is 
now prepared to set up a 
joint coordination center 
with the U.S. Forest Service 
within hours in times of crit- 


ical fire danger.
